a. This outstanding Soviet athlete of Armenian extraction had

with GAHTSLLO, TER -OVAHEBXAB had indicated that he was disaffected 
with the Soviet regime on ideological and nationalistic grounds. 

He had also said that he could never be nusfeer one athlete in the 
Soviet Union because he had the wrong naan, i.e., be was not Russian 
hut “Ukrainian". (Although T&5-OVAKS8YAH was horn la Kiev and grew 
up in the Ukrai ne, h e speaks no Ukrainian.) When Subject voiced his 
disaffection, CAJ9TELL0 suggested that Subject defect to the West and 
apparently Su bject seemed to he interested in such a prospect. This 
information CAHTELL O con fided to 6XME who Inf e arned f~ | There- 

upon we recruited CAHTELLO and arranged for CAH3SLL0 to introduce 
Subject to me as "an individual who could offer specific guidance 
regarding defections". 

b. Since there were insufficient data to Judge that Subject was 
bona fide, X arranged that ay meeting with him he surrellled in the 
initial stages. The whole operation was so planned that if aurvelll&nts 
were discovered, X would have only a street-walking meeting with 
Subject and after leaving him, a get-away was arrangsd Be such a 
maimer that whoever would he surveilling me would not he able to trace 
me to wherever X was going. Involved la the surveillance were six 
Individuals and three autos (one of which, of Course, broke down in 

the process— It never fails). Although no aurveillasiee was noted and 
X was so signaled, X did not take Subject in the vehicle X had ready 
for such an eventuality because there was no real point in doing thia. 

c. In view of the fact that Subject had expressed some glimmerings 
of Ukrainian nationalism, X had told CAHTELLO to give Subject my name 
«*CT ZD » typically Ukrainian surname. According to CAHTELLO, 
Subject was pleased that a Ukrainian would he talking with him. 

However, In the initial few minutes that X spent with subject and 
CAHTELLO, we spoke in English and Subject stated that he had no 
command of the Uk ra i ni an lan g u a ge so the entire nesting, after the 
departure of CAHTELLO was conducted in Russian. At no time during the 
meeting did Subject in any way indicate any nationalistic feeling. 
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
